Historic Old Stable Sold 


Assassin of Lincoln Kept Hofse There 
on Night He Killed the President 
Property where Jom Wilkes Booth, 

assassin of Abraham Lincoln, kept -his 

horse to flee from the capital after 
killing the president, has been sold by 
the U.S. War Davkrinicnt at auction, 
The lot, consisting of 600 square 
feet, in the rear of 913 E, Street, 

Northwest, and the building, ortginally 

a stable, have a tragic history. 
Booth rented it in January, 1865, be- 

cause of its location on the alley in the 

rear of Ford’s Theatre,, where, he’ 
killed President Lincoln. The leading 
of the building was part of the con- 
spiracy. Booth employed a carpenter 
tO change the stable to embrace two 

stalls and provide-the door with a 

lock. Another carpenter, having ac- 

cess to the theatre, was hired to, pro- 
vide a bar for the outer door of the 
passage leading. to the. president’s box. 

Procuring a horse on the evening of 

April 14, 1865, Booth concealed it in 
the stable,. and after shooting ‘the 
president, made his escape through the 
passageway, mounted the horse and 
fled to the city, only to be captured 
subsequently.
